REPORT OF THE NORFOLK COUNTY ROAD SYSTEM 


To the Warden and Members of the County Council of 
the County of Norfolk. 


Gentlemen: I hereby beg leave to submit to you my 
twenty-eighth annual report on the Norfolk County Road 
System. 


The expenditure by-law passed by the County Council at 
the January Session in 1944 for an expenditure on the County 
Road System of $170,000. was submitted to the Department 
of Highways and approval of the same was received. 


The estimates of the County Road Committee were ap- 
proved at the May Session of the County Council and the 
greater part of the estimates were carried out. Some modi- 
fications were necessary and it is regretable that the work 
on Road 4 in Middleton could not be proceeded with. 


The following is a schedule showing the estimated cost 
and the actual expenditure on the various work proceeded 
with during the past year:

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In addition to the mulch work, 1.7 miles of Stabilization 
6” deep was completed on Road 7 north of Fairground at a 
cost of $8447.99, being $4969.40 per mile. 


During the past season the County organization also 
built approximately 3 miles of mulch 16’ wide in Long Point 
Park, .2 miles in the Village of Port Rowan, and .2 miles for 
the Village of St. Williams, 


The materials used in the County work plus the other 
work done by the organization had a total tonnage of 22,700 
tons. These materials were mixed by the Walters 120 truck 
at a cost of $2364.21 or 10.415 cents per ton. It must be re- 
membered that these materials were mixed 10 times which 
means that the truck moved 227,000 tons in the process of 
mixing at a. cost of slightly over one cent per ton of material 
moved. During 1944 this truck worked 2151 hours at an aver- 
age cost of $2.41 per hour. This cost includes all expenses 
with the exception of depreciation.

Regrading and gravelling of two concessions on Road 11, 
south of road 7 was done at a cost of $5492.17. 


A small amount of weed spraying was proceeded with but 
had to be discontinued owing to a shortage of labor. 60 miles 
was sprayed at a cost of $1225.05. 


The snow storm which struck the southern part of this 
Province on December 11th and continued almost unabated 
until the 4th of January, proved the insufficiency of snow 
fighting machinery owned by the County. The two side de- 
livery plows were almost useless, the Walters 80 is 20 years 
old, so the Walters 120 has been called upon to do the major 
part of the work and even this machine has had its break- 
downs. 


During the December Session the County Road Com- 
mittee ordered an Austin Western Motor Grader, and on 
January 2nd, a snow plow was ordered to attach to this grad- 
ing machine. Application has been made to the Wartime 
Prices and Trade Board for delivery of same. 


The total cost a snow removal in 1944 was $4880.89. 
$3166.80 of this amount was incurred from December 12 to 
December 31st.

000.00 of which the Corporation has not already borrowed 
any sum.

1. The Warden and Treasurer are hereby authorized 
on behalf of the Corporation to borrow from time to time by 
way of promissory notes from the Bank of Montreal, or from 
such other source to the best interests of the County, a sum 
not exceeding in the aggregate $297,000,00 to meet, until the 
levies are collected, the current expenditures of the Corpora- 
tion for the year, including the amounts required for purposes

a promissory note or notes, sealed with the Corporate Seal 
and signed by them for the moneys so borrowed with inter- 
est at the rate not exceeding four per cent (4%) per annum, 
which may be paid in advance or otherwise. 


2. All sums borrowed from the said Bank or other 
sources for any or all of the purposes mentioned in said sec- 
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tion 339, shall, with interest thereon, be a charge upon the 
whole of the revenues of the Corporation for the current year 
and for all preceding years, as and when such revenues are 
received. : 


3. The Treasurer is hereby authorized and. directed to 
apply in payment of all sums borrowed pursuant to the auth- 
ority of this By-Law, as well as all other sums borrowed in 
this year and any previous years from the said Bank or any 
other persons for any and all of the purposes mentioned in 
said section 339, together with the interest thereon, all of the 
moneys hereafter collected, or received on account or realiz- 
ed in respect of the levies for the current year and preceding 
years, and all the money collected or received from any other 
source, which may lawfully be applied for such purposes.
